HINA’S formal rejection 
of the Indian truce plan 
for Koren. which has been 
cubled to the President’ of 
the United Nationa General 
Assembly in the final sign 
that the Peking Government 
has bowed to the dictates of 
Soviet Russin, at the same 
time selling outright her 
title to independence of 
thought and action. But 
Peking’s decision is some- 
‘thing more than turhing 
down proposal# conceived by 
India; the Chinese Commu- 
nists are: also disregarding 
the combined views of 46 
members’ of the United 
Nations Organisation, who, 
after’ long and cureful study 
of the ‘Indinn = plan, and 
applying to it revisions

and should. be accepted 
honournbly by both asides. 
Tho votes of those 45 mem- 
bers of the United Nations 
represent a mass world 
opinion, which sincerely 
desires an.end to hostilities 
in Korea. In ignoring this 
fact, the Chinese Commu- 
nists are. denying: realitics, 
und also giving the Me direct 
to their oft-repeated claim 
that they are solely concerned 
with peace. The ‘rejection 
of the United Nations 
, Assembly resolution on the 
Indinn. truce plan .is the 
gravest step, the Peking 
Government has taken since 
it entered, without cause or 
justification, the Korean 
wwar.. It. flaunts . world 
opinion niexcly for political 
expediency, and so long as 
the attitude is maintained, 
it. slams tightly shut the 
door to any further’ negotla~ 
tion’ aimed at ending the 
Korea conflict. Russia's 
arguments __ before UN 
against the Indian proposals 
have been thoroughly “dis- 
credited, and the ‘Peking 
Government, by aligning it- 
self with the Soviets, in the 
face of majority’ opinion, 
“algo. becomes discredited. 
Phe lenders of “ Communtat, 
China have forfeited the 
reapect of the free world by 
their rejection of honourable 
truce proposals. .
